The American legation at Lisbon, has 
been repeatedly struck by rifle and 
machine gun bullets, forcing Minister 
Fred M. Dearing to abandon the 
building, according to a telegram re- 
ceived today by the state department. 

The message described the situation 
at Lisbon as “very serious,” but gave 
no details of the present status of the 
Portuguese revolutionary outbreak. 

The state department made public 
the following message from Minister 
[‘earing: 

“The situation in Lisbon 
serious and will probably continue so 
for several days. 

“The minister has been obliged to 
abandon the legation which was re- 
peatedly struck by rifle and machine- 
gun fire.”

VEIL IS STILL DRAWN

London, February 8.—(4)—The veil 
ix atill drawn over events at Lisbon, 
no dispatches having been received 
from the Portuguese capital today and 
the censorship has closed down even 
on the course of events at Oporto. 

The only indication in London of 
the continuing gravity of the situa- 
tion in Portugal was the news that a 
British cruiser was leaving Gibraltar 
for Lisbon and that two destroyers 
had been dispatched Oporto for 
protection of British interests.

Washington, February 8&.—(Spe- 
cial.) —After President Coolidge with- 
drew the nomination today of. Wil- 
liam J. Tilson, formerly of Atlanta, 
as judge of the new middle Georgia 
district, it was stated authoritatively 
at the capitol that the president would 
not give Tilson a recess appointment 
ito. the office as he did last year but 
| that the incident definitely is closed. 
| The president is exvected to offer 
| Tilson in compensation appointment to 
another federal! office if Tilson desires 
it. The withdrawal today came sud- 


'denly, but it did not cause very great 


surprise because of the opposition to 
confirmation of the Georgia judge, a

Unless People Vote.

Close for Month in Fall. 


SEVERAL SCHOOLS 
ARE CONSOLIDATED 


Six Negro Night Schools 
Abolished After Debate. 
General Retrenchment 
Policy Adopted. 


Atlanta schools probably will be 
closed a month between September 1 
and January 1, several school consoli- 
dations will be made, six negro night 
schools abolished and a general pré<, 
gram of retrenchment in the public 
educational program in Atlanta put 
into effect at once, according to a 
vote of the Atlanta school board Tues- 
day in slashing a fund of $343,520.20 
from the “B” budget of the board. 
This cut brought the revised budget 
within, the appropriation limit antici- 
pated for educational purposes, and 
assures payment within 48 hours of 
salaries due employees fer January, it 
was announced. 

During the time schools are sus- 
pended, teachers and other employees 
of the system will receive no remu- 
neration. This is tantamount to cutting 
salaries of all employees one-twelfth 
for this year. 

In making the budget cuts, several 
outstanding features which were sal- 
vaged from the pruning knife were 
cited. They are: 


aré fo tematn unchanged 
scheduled raise which was to become 
effective September 1, will material- 
ize, although it may be delayed 30 
days. 

Second, the bureau of statistics and 
attendance, and the visual education 
department will remain intact or at 
least be placed on the same basis as 
pther departments of the system, 

Third, kindergartens will be re- 
tained.

Disturbance of banking conditions 
in Georgia last year did not affect 
state deposits in any manner, the state 
auditor said in his report of an 
examination made by the 1926 ac- 
counts of the state treasury. The state 
last year had on deposit $2,391,988.21 
in some 100 banks of the state, the re- 
port showed. 

“In justice to Treasurer Speer ihe 
fact should be recorded,” the report 
said, “that with all the unrest and 
di-turbance of banking conditions 
through 1926, the treasury has had 
bonds tv secure all deposits and tie 
state has been protected in every ia- 
stance.” 


Treasurer Commended. 


In his report, the state auditor also 
commended the treasury department 
for the accuracy in which it kept its 
books and urged that the clerical 
staff of the department be _ increas- 
ed. “Our distribution of school 
money, and our highway funds are im- 
posing a heavier burden and strain 
each year upon the treasury,” Mr. 
Slate said. “Provision should be made 
for more help and in the adjustment cf! 
salaries should be adjusted ; compensa- 
tion in many cases should be increased 
as the scale of salaries is based upon 
the vear 1916 and not upon present 
conditions, 


Regarding a reform of the. fiseal 
system of the state, the auditor reit- 
erated a previous recommendation to 
the governor that all funds go into 
one general fund of the state treasury 
and that each department of the state 
government be supported by appropria- 
tion. Until this is done, he said, a 
treasury statemeuvt will always confuse 
the public with “general funds” and 
“special funds.” . 

The total revenue receipts of the 
state last year were $12,747,209.09, 
while the total disbursements amount- 
ed to $12,602,776.81, the audit showed. 
At the beginning of 1927 the state 
treasury had a balance of $2,134.- 
142.78 as against $1,989,710.50, which 
was the balance on January 1, 1926, 
it was stated.

TROOPS TO HONG KONG, 


London, February 8. — (United 


News)—British armed forces now 
speeding to Chinese waters may be 
diverted to Hongkong while the cabi- 
net awaits probable reopening of the 
Hankow negotiations, Premier Bald- 
win told the house of commons Tues- 


day. 

“Unless British representatives in 
China consider the emergency requires 
immediate disembarkation of the 
forces now en route,” said the premier, 
“the leading brigade (apparently 
meaning the troops furthest advanced 
on the journey to Shanghai) will be 
held in readiness at Hongkong while 
the rest of the force is approaching.” 

Baldwin explained that the leading 
brigade would await developments 
while other naval units were carry- 
ing the remaining thousands of men 
in the British troop movement to 
Hongkong. His speech. which was pre- 
ceded by one from King George in 
which the British monarch called for a 
peaceful solution of the Chinese tan- 
gle, reiterated the claim that British 
troop movements are designed solely 
for protection of this country’s na- 
tionals in China. He announced that 
the government would be ready to en- 
ter debate on the Chinese situation 
Thursday, when Foreign Minister 
Chamberlain would make a further 
statement. 

King George’s speech, made at the 
opening of parliament, dwelt at length 
on the Chinese crisis. He emphasized 
the fact that British forces now en 
route to China had been sent as a 
result of the outbreaks in Hankcw 
and other Yangtze river cities.

B. Graham West, city 
comptroller, has stated he will make 
payments just as soon as checks are 
issued on a balanced budget. 

Consolidation of classes will effect 
a saving of about $28,000, and teach- 
ers who have not been retained under 
civil service contracts will be dropped 
from the instructional staff. The con- 
solidations will be worked out by the 
administrative department of the 
school system, and announced later, 
but no inkling as to the number of 
teachers who would thus be thrown 
out of employment was given Tuesday. 
In the consolidations, primary stu- 
dents can be drawn from an area of 
three-fourths of a mile surrounding 
a school, while elementary students 
can be sent as great a distance as a 
mile. 

In offering the revised budget, Mr. 
Hoffman and Mr. Sutton both stressed 
the fact that they were not recom- 
mending the slashes, because they 
meant a seriously handicapped educa- 
tional program for the remainder of 
the year. They declared they were 
bringing the suggestions to the board 
as the best possible way under the 
circumstances.

One “Sandman”: That Keeps ’em Awake 


The Kick That Is Found in Discussing the 
1928 Convention. 


A lot of people are getting a kick 
cut of discussions over the merits 
and demerits, the chances and “no- 
chance-at-all,””’ of 
the men in both 
big parties who are 
mentioned for 
presidential nomi- 
nations next year. 

The choice of the 
chief magistrate of 
so great and pow- 
erful a people as 
ours is a matter of 
the largest impor- 
tance and it is 
most desirab!: that 
the persons who 
have the right and 
duty to elect him 
‘ should go about the 
business with timely and studied in- 
formation. Therefore it is none too 
early now to begin the political vivi- 
section of those public men who can 
be fairly accused of presidential am- 
bitions. 

The conditions of national and in- 
ternational affairs warn the wise that 
for the next presidential term the con- 
duct of our national administration 
will call for a man of high princi- 
ples, strong convictions, firm courage 
and statesmanlike vision. ‘Where 
there is no vision the people perish” 
is a maxim of the earliest wisdom 
given to men and the course of human 
history has too often demonstrated 
its truth. Our present day is a glar- 
ingly untimely one in which to experi- 
ment with any president of untried 
metal, of only amateur experience, and 
who is the hero of a faction rather 
than the best hope of a nation.

They want him to have mental and 
moral stability; 

They want him to be American in 
spirit and devotions; 

They want him to be honest and 
just in subordinating partisanship to 
the public welfare. 

Any seasoned publicist with these 
three dimensions has a fair claim to 
consideration when the people go 
about choosing a successor to Wash- 
ington, Jefferson, Lincoln and Wilson. 

A heartening sign of the times is 


that so many of the political leaders 


and newspapers of the nation ‘are 
now emphasizing those demands. It 
is an urge that ought to be pushed 
and so increased before delegating 
conventions are held as to automati- 
cally eliminate factional aspirants 
and produce from the nominating con- 
ventions the hest candidates that the 
parties can command. 


That effect should be all the more 
possible since one hears so many per- 
sons all over the land saying, “there 
is no difference between democrats 
and republicans these days!’’ Just 
what they mean by that opinion is 
not always clear, but generally it 
implicates that the democrats 
“out” and the republicans “i 
that’s all. 

- But in fact there should be wide 
differences between a true democrat 
and a real republican. 

And if, in 1928, both parties get 
back to their true landmarks there 
will be great issues between them to 
be submitted to the American elec- 
torate. 

What About Coolidge? 

Inevitably the first topic in political 
discussions is “What about Coolidge 
in 19287” 

Leave it to his personal friends and 
the partisans who want an appo/sat- 
ment by him during the next two 
years, and he is already as good as 
reelected to a third term! With them 
he is the incontestable, invincible lead- 
er who only can assure victory for 
the party. 

But there are judicious: and con- 
servative republican leaders who thiak 
differently. They recognize at full 
value the personal popularity of Presi- 
dent Coolidge. but they seriously fear 
that it would not be strong enough 
to overcome the “third-term bogey” 
that was fatal ‘o the aspirations of 
Grant and Roosevelt. They hope 
Coolidge has common New England 
cautioa and political sense enough not 


to challenge the strong anti-third 
term tradition, and believe that should 
he do so both he and the party would 
, be badly beaten in the election. 
There are many republican leaders 
who are squarely opposed to any 
thought of Coolidge for 1928. Some 
of them hope for a chance of being 
chosen to head the ticket and some 
want a new and different sort of 
party president. They are quietly and 
adroitly using their positions and in- 
fluence to diminish the power and 
prestige of Coolidge, without open 
eruptions, and to turn party prefer- 
ence away from him to some other 
promising leader. ‘

If Coolidge is not to be unanimously 
renominated next year the man who 
appears to be “next” is Ex-Governor 
Frank Lowden, the de luxe “farmer 
boy” of Illinois.

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Health Talks

NEVER MIND YOUR BLOOD 
PRESSURE. 
(Last Chapter.) 
Before you read this little lesson, 
stranger, let me explain that it is part 
two of an epochal and exhaustive work 


on blood pressure, of which part one 
appeared in yesterday’s paper-—at 
least I earnestly hope it did, though 
one never knows. Just for the fun 
of it, have a look-see at yesterday's 
paper anyway. 

The most reprehensible fakes and 
frauds are perpetrated upon the half- 
informed or misinformed laity in the 
way of remedies or methods of treat- 
ment which purport to “reduce biood 
pressure” or to be “good for high blood 
pressure.’ Not only the usual patent 
medicine and mail order humbugs, but 
innumerable freak healing cults and, 
I regret to say, too many regular or 
presumably regular practitioners par- 
ticipate in this popular obsession to 
the extent of “treating” high blood 
pressure as though it were a condition 
or disease amendable to this or that 
specific remedy. 

I have had sufficient experience in 
teaching the laity hygiene or the way 
to keep well, to convince me that it is 
hopeless and rather. harmful to at- 
tempt to teach the laity what , hysi- 
cians know about blood pressure. For- 
merly I endeavored to make this mat- 
ter intelligible to the layman, but I 
have been reluctantly forced to the 
conclusion that it is impossible to do 
so in the present state of popular 
ignorance of human physiology and 
hygiene. Back in the grade schools 
is the proper place to cope with that 
kind of ignorance, and in the schools 
they still consider human physiology 
rather nasty or indecent and not a 
proper thing to teach to children. 

Now I intend all this in the kind- 
liest way. I could offer no better ad- 
vice to my own kin. If certain readers 
prefer to conclude that I am terribly 
sareastic, or that I claim “there is no 
such thing as high blood pressure,” 
they may go as far as they like with 
such notions, to a warmer climate 
than this if they wish. My concern 
is not at all with what the dumb say 
or think about my teachings or my 
“claims” as they call them, but only 
with the health of readers who are 
capable of learning a lesson in the 
first principles of hygiene. 

Formerly I made a practice of send- 
ing to correspondents who informed 
me ‘they had high blood pressure. 
some general advice or information re-

lating to the more common conditions | 


or diseases in which. the physi: ‘it 
finds this sign. But I believe that was 
a questionable practice, for I haven’t 
any doubt that a good many corre- 
spondents asked for such information 
or advice in hope of finding in it some- 
thing to corroborate their own morbid 
fancies. Anyhow, if a physician has

told a patient the patient‘s blood | 


pressure is too high or too low, that 
doesn’t mean anything. The physician 
is just getting underway with 
examination or diagnosis. Pay no at- 
tention to his mumbling about your 
blood pressure. Babinski, Graefe. Ker- 
nig, Remberg, basal metabolism, hydro- 
cen ion concentration. or retarded 
cerebration, and don’t sneak off with 
any of his instruments either. Just 
keep quiet and calm as possible. go 
through the jumps or hold your breath 
or say 99 as the doctor directs, and 
when it is all over he will give you 
his opinion as to what if anything is 
wrong with vou and what if anytuing 
you should do about it. 

If the physician finishes a physical 
or health examination lamely with the 
hint that he finds nothing abnormal 
except the blood pressure is a fw

Of course, there could be no com- 
petitive bidding, either at auction 
bridge or at contract. Had he been 
playing auction Z would have made 
three-odd, and it is possible that criti- 
cism might not have followed. But 
at contract, Y’s values of five prob- 
able assisting tricks for a sownd spade 
declaration imposed «upon him the ne- 
cessity of bidding three spades. Of 
course B passed, but Z felt that the 
need of going game was sufficiently 


urgent to ju tify bidding four spades. 
A doubled, and the unfavorable dis- 
tribution of adverse trumps caused the 
contract to be defeated one trick. 

Going dowa one doubled trick would 
have meant only 100 points at auc- 
tion, but it meant 200 points for a 
vulnerable pair at contract, ‘and on a 
hand at which five-odd could have 
been made through sound bidding. Al- 
though Z is a very highly rated play- 
er, excelled by few in the mere han- 
dling of his cards, he never has, nor 
never will be, a sound bidder,. just be- 
cause he will not listen to anyone— 
a not uncommon trait. 


Of course, Z should have bid one 
no trump, but he held a superstitious 
fear of a singleton, so instead of mak- 
ing the only sound bid on the hand 
he made a thoroughly unsound suit bid. 
None of us like singletons at no- 
trump, but they are not really as 
bad as a few writers believe them to 
be, little’ worse than having any un- 
stopped suit, regardless of whether 
three, or even four, low cards are held. 
‘Dummy has average chances of three 
to two to stop the run of a suit of 
which you hold oaly a singleton; he 
has barely even chances to stop the 
rua of a suit of which you hold two 
or three very small carc-. 


. Hac Z bid one no trump, A would 
have passed, and Y having -probable 
aid of five tricks might have risked 
going down, by bic ling two no trumps; 
his two bad suits would not hare 
justified going higher, but Z could 
then have ventured bidding three no 
trumps. Five-odd could have been 
made, scoriag 30 game points, 200 
points for overtricks, and 500 points 
for game and rubber, a total of 730 
points made, instead of a loss of 200 
points for going cown on an un- 
sound bid. 


At auction, the difference between 
a sound opening bid of one no trump 
and an unsound one spade, provided 
neither had been opposed, would have 
been only 2753 points, instead of 930 
porats, showing the greater need of 
sound contract bidding.

(b) With Ace-King at the head of 
five, a bid should be made regardless 
of the size of the small cards in the 
suit and no matter how weak the 
remainder of the hand may be. In 
the above illustrations the lowest pos- 
sible cards have been picked to go 
with the Ace and King; and yet the 
hands should be bid. 

It is important that Ace-King-x-x-x 
should be bid both for offensive and 
defeniive reasons. It guarantees two 
quick tricks and a long suit which 
can be established readily and enables 
the partner, should the intervening 
adversary pass, to bid many hands

which consequently might be passed 
out. It justifies the partner—should 
the intervening. adversary bid—in 
overcalling ‘that adversary in many 
cases in which, without the aid of the 
initial bid, he would not have been 
strong enough to do so. . 

In the event of an intervening ad- 
verse bid which shuts out the partner, 
the initial bid indicates the most ad- 
vantageous suit to be led originally; 
and when the adverse contract is No 
Trump, it often directs a_lead which 
saves the game.

BETRAYAL BROUGHT 
HATE, SAYS KILLER 


Portland, Maine, February 8.—(?) 
“He dies,”” was the decision made 
nearly six years ago by Benjamin 38. 
Turner when he found that James D. 
Hallen, more or less widely known, 
had betrayed him. 

Turner, on the witness stand today 
in superior court at his trial for the 
murder of Hallen in the latter's sum- 
mer home near here last September, 
told the story of his life. Asked by 
his counsel as to his reaction when 
he found that Hallen had taken his 
checks for $827, every cent he had 
in the world, and deserted him, a 
prisoner, charged with a murder in 
Mexico for which he was acquitted 
after two years’ imprisonment, he 
sed: 

“My reaction was, ‘he dies. I 
reached that decision in August, 1921, 
wile in prison in the city of Mexico.” 

“Stunned as I was,’’ he testified, “l 
could not realize it was possible that 
a man like Hallen could have be- 
trayed me—a man that I had trusted 
like a father. It was simply a case of 
love turning to hate.” 

Harry C. Libby, associate counsel, 
in opening for the defense stated that 
the breaking point in Turner’s mental 
condition came, after months. of con- 
finement and worrying, on the morn- 
ing of September 8, when Hallen de- 
nied his own name, The defense is 
that Turner was temporarily insane 
at the time Hallen was shot with 
seven bullets from an automatic re- 
volver.

Daniel W. McMillan, retired physician, 
of Birmingham, Ala., today returned 
to this country on the Atlantic tranz- 
port liner Minnetonka after an expedi- 
tion into the African jungle during 
which -his party was jailed for awhile 
by Portuguese on the suspicion they 
were British spies.

Washington, Februagy 8.—(Spe- 
cial.)~-A definite movement for re- 


claiming present unused lands for ag- 
riculture in the south was launched 
here tonight at a conference of busi- 
ness, industrial and commercial dele- 
gates from southern states with mem- 
bers of congress from the south. 

An appropriation of $50,000 will be 
sought from congress before the pres- 
ent session ends, for making a sur- 
vey with the ébject of establishing an 
agricultural community on reclaimed 
land in each southern state. 

With this appropriation, experts of 
the interior and agriculture depart- 
ments would make a study of soil, lo- 
cation of markets, amount of money 
needed to establish a farm, and such 
matters concerned, with setting up ex- 
perimental communities. With one 
community in each state as a basis, 
others would be developed. 

J. KF. Paiterson, pecan grower of 
Albany, who spoke in behalf of the 
Georgia delegation at the conference, 
urged that the appropriation, be made 
$70,000. the amount of authorized 
funds for this southern reclamation 
work still unexpended. 

Roland Turner, of Atlanta, in 
charge of agricultural work for the 
Southern railway, also was present, 
as well as Paul Brown, of Albany.

Horace Russell wags elected presi- 
dent of the Family Welfare society 
Tuesday at the annual meeting and 
election of officers of the organiza- 
tion, held at the chamber of commerce. 


Other officers elected include A. J. 
Orme, first vice president; R. U. 
Foreman, second vice president; T. 
H. Daniel, third vice president; R. 
A. McGill, treasurer, and Miss Ada 
S. Woolfelk. general secretary. 

In an address on problems of At- 
lanta’s poor clayses Mr. Russell de- 
clared that, in addition to relieving 
problems, a preventive work must be 
done with the children to make the 
adjustment permanent. 

“It is evident,” he said. “from scien- 
tifie measurements of children of these 
families that they begin to deteriorate 
at a very early age unless given 
proper nurture. A spiritual and men- 
tal growth must be developed in con-

nection with material relief. Jf this 
phase of assistance is neglected there 
can be no progress in social develop- 
ment,” 

Miss Woolfolk, in submitting her 
annual report, stated that a_ legal 
provision is needed to protect children 
from communicable diseases. There 
are 200 children in Atlanta today 
who are living in contact with cases 
of tuberculosis because of inadequate 
laws and resources, she declared, Miss 
Woolfolk showed that in 345 families 
surveyed, 216 individuals are chroni- 
cally ill and because of crowded liv- 
ing conditions children have become 
inflicted with communicable diseases. 

In the absence of R. A. McGill, 
treasurer, A. J. Orme, first vice presi- 
dent, read the financial report, which 
showed 1926 receipts of the society 
to have been $61,818.81, while dis- 
bursements were $63,430.53. Of this 
amount, it was explained, $48,264.76 
was spent in relief and service to fam- 
ilies under the care of the society,

If you 
should count the years in which he 
had worked and wrought, measured 
by Victor Hugo’s maxim, you would 
probably count him in the autumn, 
corresponding to that season in the 
material world in whick the earth 
gives of her fullness, the fields yield 
up their increase of a tnousand fold, 
and the orehards drop their burdens, 
yet those of us who knew him say 
that
